standard packets between the manipulating devices and the computers; and 
converting each of the standard packets into a second electrical signal complying 
with a destination connection agreement of the computer of its path destination, 
wherein at least one of the source connection agreements is different from at 
least one of the destination connection agreements." 

The remaining claims 2-1 1 and 1 3-21 are allowed by virtue of their dependencies on the 
independent claim.
